Australia,  doing  far  more  than  Canada  for  her 
own  defence  and  for  Imperial  eo-operatlon,  Is 

doing  far  from  enough  according  to  The  Sydney 
Herald-  The  country,  th»l>.  p»per  says,  cannot 
be  saved  by  70,000  mlUtla.  Thdjr  are  scattered 

all  over  th^  Commonwealth  from  Hobart  to 
Rockhampton  and  from  Sydney  to  Gerald  ton. 
The  Herald  asks  what  are  the  Oovemment's 

.ntentlons  in  the  organlzlnR  of  the  country's 
material  power.  It  wants  to  know  If  the  Gov- 
ernment's performance  of  "aU  that  Is  humanly 
possible"  Includes  Immediate,  steps  to  prepare 
a  national  ijegi^ter,  of  the  Commonwealth's  re- 
sources In  men  and  material;  If  It  will  provide 
for  a  mobile  striking  mlhtary  force.  It  points 
out  that  a  few  week.";  apo  Mr  Lyons,  the  Prime 
Minister,  said  that  Australia  relied  upon  the  help 
6t  the  British  Fleet  In  the  day  of  danger.  That 
Fleet  i.s  believed  to  be  ubiquitous,  but  It  appears 
that  there  Is  no  dock  In  Australia  capable  of 
providing  repair  facilities  for  capital  ships.  The 
Hrrald  would  havo  Australia  develop  the  or- 
ganization of  supplies  and  communication  serv- 
ices.

It  was  only  a  few  weeks  ago  that  Mr.  Chamber- 

iim  ma  m  wiriiimwit  uist  w  wsma  m  ■  mgtc  \  btiihiu  the  fating  ime 

blunder  to  mistake  "our  love  Of  pcaoe  and  our 
faculty  for  compromise  for  wetkness.  His  policy 
Is  to  try  "every  reasonable  method  of  settlement" 

before  he  will  assume  the  'Nkwftri  responsibility" 
of  war.  There  are  those  who  Will  see,  as  a  result 
of  Mr.  Chamberlain's  visit  to  Rome,  new  dtfll- 
cultles  arising  In  the  European  situation.  He  was 
engaged  there  In  diplomatic  conversations,  in 
acceptance  df  an  Invitation  given  to  him  by 
Slgnor  Mussolini  . when  they  met  at  Munich.  The 
vi.<;lt  was  to  exchange  views  on  "matters  of  com- 
mon interest."  Before  going  there  Mr.  Cham- 
berlain repudiated  any  suggestion  that  the 
Italian  Prime  Minister  would  .seek  to  .secure  from 
Great  Britain  "the  abandonment  of  any  vital 
principle  or  the  sacrifice  of  any  Important  In- 
terest either  of  this  country  or  of  any  of  our 
friends." 

The  Munich  settlement  was  the  first  Installment' 

-  of  the  policy  of  appeasement.  The  R  ime  visit  is 
another  contribution  towards  that  end.  Mr. 
Chamberlain.,  too.  has  asked  those  who  speak 
for  Germany  "to  make  a  siRii"  that  they  are  at 
one  with  the  peoples  of  Great  Britain  and  Ger- 
many in  their  desire  to  co-operate,  not  only  witli 
one  anotRer.  but  with  the  family  of  nations,  with 
the  goal  set  a.s  the  establishment  of  European, 
and  tor  that  matter,  world  civilization  on  an 
Impregnable  foundation.  Stnee  this  is  the  Ideal 
of  appeasement  put  forward  by  Mr  Chamber- 
lain, he  should  receive  world-wide  support.  Once 
an  iinderltattdlng  Is  reached.  Great  Britain  is 
ready  to  discuss  the  limitation  of  armaments.  It 
Is  ready.  Indeed,  to  discuss  this  subject 
prelude  Co  appeasement,  provided  there  is  a 
hard  and  fast,  and  therefore  an  unbreakable, 
guarantee  respecting  the  future
